War authority from Harrisburg, 
was instrumental in alerting col 
lege officials to Mrs. Bassett's de­ 
sire “to present the set to some 
repository of Civil War literature 
where it could be made available 
to others.” 
College Delighted. 
Mrs. Bassett, whose father and 
uncle both served in the Union 
Army, is quite interested in Civil 
War lore, Gen. Stackpole said. 
Her husband is a retired Naval 
officer. 
W. S. Paul, college president, 
immediately accepted Mrs. Bas­ 
sett's offer. “Gettysburg College 
is honored and delighted that we 
have the opportunity to acquire 
such a valuable collection,” Paul 
said. 
The college is currently con-j 
ducting a campaign for capital) 
funds to convert “Old Dorm” into 
a Civil War museum and library.; 
The structure is the oldest cam­ 
pus building and served as an 
observation post and hospital dur­ 
ing the Battle of Gettysburg.
